'Wake up calV 
for man after 
cannabis arrest 


A MAN convicted of a drug 
offence had received a “wake- 
up call” when he was arrested, 
it was stated at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Joshua Perry (22), of Godwick 
Close, Barry, admitted possessing 
cannabis with intent to supply. 

He was jailed for six months, 
suspended for two years, and made 
subject to a supervision order for a 
year. He was also directed to carry out 
120 hours unpaid work and to pay 
costs of £100 and a victim surcharge 
of £80. 

Judge Tom Crowther QC told him: 
“You have no previous drugs 
convictions and you are in 
employment, which is important.”

Plan for a new settlement 
at Llandow Newydd... 


‘JUST WHAT IS 
THE PROBLEM?’ 


I N The GEM issue of 
May 1, Mike Carney 
asked why the Vale 
Council was opposed to a 
new settlement 
development on the site of 
the old Llandow airport. 

There have been numerous 
letters and articles in The GEM 
on this subject over recent 
weeks, but despite the council’s 
transparency policy, I note that 
as yet not one councillor has 
come forward to give a clear 
and full explanation of its 
position on this question. 

The original proposal by 
Persimmon and Barratt was 
put forward as a candidate site 
and refused by the then Tory 
council in 2009 for what, in my 
opinion, were somewhat 
dubious reasons. 

This despite the fact that two 
planning consultants (one 
employed by the council itself) 
had found it to be the best 
‘preferred strategy’ option for 
the new Local Development 
Plan. 

The council supported a 
different option (which scored 
less on the Sustainability 


Matrix) and stated that under 
Welsh planning policy ‘new 
settlements’ were a ‘last resort’ 
and the site included a 
‘significant’ amount of high 
quality agricultural land. 

However, as Philip Clarke 
pointed out last week, ‘new 
settlements’ are allowed if 
enough infrastructure is 
provided by the developers and 
they offer significant 
environmental, social and 
economic advantages over other 
options. 

The Llandow Newydd 
proposal did meet the criteria, 
according to the appraisal 
reports of the two independent 
planning consultants at the 
time. 

As to agricultural land, it 
was never proven to be of high 
quality and was not that 
significant as a proportion of 
the whole site, including 
existing industrial development. 

The High Court decision 
referred to by Mr Carney, and 
explained by Dennis Harkus in 
his letter to The GEM last 
week, concerned the legitimacy 
of the refusal by the Vale 
Council and NOT whether a 


new settlement could or should 
be built. 

Thus, if Welsh planning 
policy is not a problem; if 
infrastructure need not be a 
problem; if use of some 
agricultural land is not a 
problem (particularly given the 
large amount allocated in the 
emerging LDP) and if the High 
Court judgement is irrelevant, 
what is the problem in using 
the Llandow site? 

Developing Llandow Newydd 
would transform a derelict area 
that has lain waste for the last 
60-odd years (which in itself is 
appalling) and at the same time 
provide a solution to the 
‘political’ dilemma of where to 
build new houses. 

Rather than apparently 
overcrowding the existing built- 
up areas of Barry and Sully, or 
grossly overdeveloping small 
rural villages like Ystradowen 
and Colwinston, why not have a 
new sustainable settlement on a 
mainly brownfield site in 
Llandow? 

So the question to the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council is - WHY 
NOT?

PORTHKERRY Road 
Methodist Church and 
hall - a major Barry 
landmark since 1897 - is 
going to be converted into 
10 residential homes with 
gardens and parking, writes 
TIM CHAPMAN. 

Vale planning councillors 
gave the go-ahead last 
Thursday, May 8, subject to a 
legal agreement and a listed 
building application being 
signed. 

The development is being 
undertaken by a Bristol-based 
company Brownfield Green 
Ltd. 

Some residents in Porthkerry 
Road have expressed 
reservations at new 
developments in what is a 
traditional red-brick residential 
area. 

The go-ahead won’t come as 
a surprise to one local resident 
Mrs Debra Saunders. 

Prior to the application being 
heard, she felt consent was a 
foregone conclusion. At that 
time she told The GEM: “The 
company that have bought the 
property have been working on 
site. They have a large skip 
parked in the road and have 
been removing wood that looks 
like floor boards from the old 
school house, and several other 
fixtures and fittings from the 
church. 

“I have been informed that 
the planning committee were 
looking into it, and that indeed 
no planning consent had been 
given. 


“My neighbours and I are all 
shocked at how work can go 
ahead before the plans have 
even gone in front of the 
committee.” 

The council did scrutinise 
the work that was going on. 

It told Mrs Saunders that the 
skip was required for removing 
rubbish and vegetation (which 
did not need extra consent) but 
added that “some works had 
begun to the floorboards in the 
main church building” (which 
needed ‘listed building 
consent’). 

The council told the 
developer to stop doing that 
work. 

Following the planning 
green light, Mrs Saunders told 
The GEM earlier this week: “It 
was obvious it was going to go 
through.” 

MONITORED 

The Vale’s operational 
manager for development 


control, Marcus Goldsworthy, 
explained that following receipt 
of a complaint that works were 
under way without planning 
permission or listed building 
consent, council officers began 
monitoring the site. 

“Officers inspected the repair 
work being carried out on more 
than one occasion. After the 
initial visit, officers were 
satisfied that the majority of the 
operations would not have 
required the consent of the 
council; however, they did 
advise the applicants to cease 
one aspect of the work. 

“The applicants did so and 
no further works were 
undertaken that would have 
required the permission of the 
local authority before the 
application was approved by 
the planning committee on 
Thursday, May 8.” 

Mr Goldsworthy added: 
“The development of the site 


will continue to be monitored, 
to ensure that the developer 
does not breach the law in any 
way.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Brownfield Green Ltd said it 
welcomed being given full 
planning consent in the 
committee meeting of the May 
8 . 

“We will be sensitively 
converting the former 
Methodist Church on 
Porthkerry Road. We are 
keeping the existing buildings 
with minimal external changes. 

“Before the planning 
permission was granted, our 
team made a start on pre¬ 
commencement works that don't 
require planning consent 
(rubbish clearance, vegetation 
removal, repairs etc), to get the 
project up and running as 
swiftly as possible. 

“The Vale planning team 
visited the site to monitor our 
pre-commencement works. As 
we have now been granted full 
planning consent, we will be 
making a start on the 
conversion works shortly. ” 

In relation to the work that 
had to stop, the spokeswoman 
said: “This just related to an 
area of floor boards which we 
were lifting and stacking to one 
side for treatment and repair of 
the floor joists (like-for-like 
repairs to a listed building don’t 
usually require consent). 

“We mutually agreed with 
the planning officer to cease 
this work until the committee 
meeting on May 8, to reassure 
the concerned local resident.”

have its own cinema. 

“Barry is the biggest 
town in Wales, but since 
2008 we haven’t had a 
cinema. Whenever we 
have asked about a new 
cinema coming here, the 
council has talked about 
bringing a multiplex to 
Barry Island. 

“However, planning

Members learn staggering 
facts about the Galaxy... 


AT its May meeting. Sully 
U3A was taken on a journey 
through our galaxy by 
David Powell. 

David is an amateur 
astronomer with over 40 years 
experience and his talk was 
entitled ‘Birth, Life and Death 
of the Sun. It happens to stars 
as weir. 

The journey started with 
Earth then on to the Sun, the 
planets and other stars and 
showed where we fitted into 
this. 

With the help of slides, 
David showed the comparative 
size of Earth to the Sun and the 
planets. 

He said that when the Sun 
dies, so will Earth and then 
where will Man go? Mercury 


cannot sustain life, neither can 
Venus, Saturn, Uranus and 
Neptune, which explains why 
there are plans to explore Mars. 
There is a possibility that life 
could exist there because 
during the day the temperature 
is 10 degrees above freezing 
but at night is 100 degress 
below. 

Water is locked below the 
surface of Mars and there are 
valuable minerals there. 
However, it would take six to 
nine months to reach Mars, 
with all the perils that such a 
long journey would have. 

The statistics were 
staggering. David explained 
that the night-time stars appear 
small because they are so far 
away and light from them takes 
60 years to reach us, and there 


are one hundred thousand 
million stars in our Milky Way 
Galaxy. 

Earth is 93 million miles 
away from the Sun and it takes 
eight minutes for its light to 
reach us. 

The Sun is losing mass all 
the time and at 46 hundred 
million years old is now 
middle-aged but, as David 
assured us, it has another 46 
hundred million years to go. 

Chairman Gill Mathias 
thanked him for such an 
interesting talk and there were 
many questions from the 
audience.

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HOUSING MARKET: 

Why is Barry better 
than Cowbridge? 


JULIA BENHAM^ manager of 
Living Quarters Wales, recalls 
some recent advice she gave to 
a client on this question. 


ONE of our 
landlords recently 
gave me a call at 
Living Quarters 
Wales to enquire 
about the best area 
to possibly 
purchase another 
property in the Vale 
of Glamorgan, for 
his portfolio. 

After doing some 
research on the two main 
areas he was interested 
in, I found that he could 
purchase two properties 
in Barry and make 
double the annual rental 
yield than if he 
purchased one property 
in Cowbridge. 

The average price of a 
property in Cowbridge is 
£388,128, whereas in 
Barry it’s £176,430. The 
last few months have 
seen the average rent in 
Cowbridge to be around

This means the annual 
rental yield/return would 
be 3.58 per cent if you 
were to buy a property 
in Cowbridge, and 3.75 
per cent in Barry.

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

Key policy throws light 
on a taxing problem... 


W ITH Gary 

Barlow’s tax 
affairs featuring 
so prominently in the 
news this week, tax is 
back on the agenda. 

Residents in Barry and the 
rest of the Vale of Glamorgan 
could be forgiven for not 
noticing a key Government 
policy that came into effect 
during April - the rise of an 
individual’s personal allowance 
to £10,000. 

This is the amount you can 
earn before paying income tax. 
Though it might not be the 
headline grabber it should be, it 
nonetheless will be a welcome 
relief and a demonstration that 
we are recovering from the 
great recession. 

Times have been difficult for 
many since 2008 and the tax cut 
will be a welcome relief to local 
people. 

I am a strong supporter of 
lower taxes. They mean people 
can retain more of the money 
they earn and are incentivised 
to work even harder. Low taxes 
have a major impact in 
encouraging people back to 
work because the benefit is 
more tangible. 

This in turn encourages 
economic activity and can help 
reduce unemployment further. 
Lower taxes often lead to a 
higher level of income to the 
Treasury. 

The impact is real and is 
having an effect locally. There 
are 37,468 people in the Vale 
alone affected positively by 
this. The policy has lifted 452 
local residents out of tax

altogether. 

The unemployment claimant 
count in Barry and the Vale has 
fallen to 4.1 per cent, well 
below the Welsh average. 

I’m pleased to say that over 
the next year we will see this 
personal allowance rise even 
further to £10,500. By April 
next year, a typical basic rate 
taxpayer will be paying £705 
less in income tax than they 
would otherwise have been - 
and hopefully unemployment 
will continue to fall. 

The fuel duty escalator that 
the last Government introduced 
has also been scrapped. This is 
of particular benefit to families, 
small businesses and the self- 
employed. The typical saving 
is £7 every time you fill up 


your car. 

A driver who fills up twice a 
week is saving £728 a year. 
Naturally, the saving is greater 
to ‘white van’ drivers, where 
the volume of fuel they use is 
even greater. 

These aren’t just dry 
statistics. Thousands of local 
people in our communities are 
more financially secure. 
Families in Barry and the Vale 
are able to plan with more 
optimism than just a few years 
ago. 

Times have been tough and 
there has been a need to 
develop a long-term plan to get 
our economy back on track. 
These tax cuts, are making sure 
that hardworking people stand 
to benefit as the economic 
recovery strengthens. 

Stability needs to be 
provided to those of us who 
have mortgages, while also 
protecting the interests of 
savers, many of whom are 
pensioners. 

Naturally, the local increases 
in council tax, being one of the 
highest across the UK is 
disappointing to say the least 
and will have had an impact on 
the benefit of the UK 
Government’s tax cuts. 

Council tax is a more 
regressive tax than income tax - 
everyone who owns a home or 
rents a flat dreads the increase 
in the bill, when it arrives. 

Clearly, there is much more 
that needs to be done, but this is 
a positive start and the impact is 
obviously feeding through 
locally. 

The long-term economic plan 
needs to be sustained. 


SHOULD BARRY’S 
COURT ROAD DEPOT BE 
A SPORTING CENTRE? 


A BARRY councillor has called on the 
Vale Council to investigate turning its 
Court Road depot into an indoor 
sporting facility, rather than housing. 

Coun Ian Johnson says that the council-owned 
depot could be a great place for sports facilities to 
be developed - close to where people live in Barry 
and complementing the outdoor facilities at Jenner 
Park next door. 

Currently, though, the site has been earmarked 
for housing in the council’s Local Development 
Plan. 


Coun Johnson said; “Located right next to Jenner 
Park, the Court Road Depot is a large site close to 
the town centre. 

“Although we know that the Vale Council want 
to leave the site, that is still some time off, which 
means there is more than enough time to look at 
whether sports facilities would be better than 
housing, and for grant funding to be found. 

“It is important that we begin to think now about 
the sort of Barry we want to see in 10 or 15 years’ 
time, so that we can plan and prepare to make 
Barry better.”

HOSPITAL REVIEW SLAMS CARE 
OFFERED AT LOCAL HOSPITALS 


A REPORT into the 
standards of 
treatment received 
by older people at 
the Princess of 
Wales, Bridgend, 
and Neath Port 
Talbot Hospitals, 
has made a series of 
damning criticisms. 

As a result, Mark 


Drakeford, the Minister 
for Health and Social 
Services, has offered an 
“unreserved apology”. 

Late in 2012, the 
report was commissioned 
by the Minister and 
Ptofessor June Andrews, 
and Mark Butler handed 
the report, entitled 
‘Trusted to Care’, to the 
Welsh Government on 
May 6. 


Fairground 
operator in 
court after 
toddler falls 
through gap 


A PORTHCAWL 
fairground ride 
operator has been 
fined after a two- 
year-old boy fell 
through a gap in a 
perimeter fence. 

The toddler, who 
cannot be identified for 
legal reasons, was with 
his family at Coney 
Beach on March 25, 
2012 and had just got off 
the ‘Red Baron’ plane 
ride operated by C 
Patrick Evans 

Entertainments Ltd, 
when the incident 
happened. 

The Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) 

investigated and 

prosecuted the company 
for safety breaches at 
Bridgend Magistrates’ 
Court. 

The court heard on 
May 12 how panels had 
been removed from the 
safety fence around the 
ride so they could be 
painted. The boy was 
walking away from the 
ride, when he fell around 
four feet through one of 
the gaps, injuring his face 
and head. 


He was kept in 
hospital for 24 hours for 
observation, but 

sustained no long-term 
injuries. 

C Patrick Evans 
Entertainments Ltd, of 
Coney Beach, Porthcawl, 
was fined £2,500 and 
ordered to pay £7,900 in 
costs after pleading 
guilty to breaching 
section 3(1) of the Health 
and Safety at Work etc 
Act 1974. 

Speaking after the 
hearing, HSE Inspector 
Catherine Toozer said: 
“Eairground rides are 
large, complex machines 
which have the power to 
seriously injure, or even 
cause death, if not 
managed properly. It is 
utterly vital that those in 
control make sure 
fencing is up to the job of 
keeping children, and 
others who may not 
appreciate the risks, 
away from them when 
running. 

“The ride owner has a 
duty to ensure that all 
fencing provided is 
maintained and kept in 
an efficient state of repair 
at all times.” 


Mr Drakeford 
announced that he was 
publishing the report in 
fuU, saying: “This report 
does not make easy 
reading; it will be 
particularly difficult for 
all concerned with the 
care of older people in 
these hospitals. 

“The report will be 
difficult for patients and 
their families, too. As the 
Minister for Health and 
Social Services in Wales, 

I want to offer my 
unreserved apology to 
those individuals and 
families whose care has 
fallen so far short of what 
they would expect while 
being looked after in 
these two hospitals. 

“I have been shocked 
by some of what I have 
read in this report. I am 
determined that nothing 
of this sort will be 
tolerated in Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg University 
Health Board or, indeed, 
anywhere else in Wales in 
the future.” 

The only crumb of 
comfort for the Minister 


REPORT by PHILIP IRWIN 


was the report’s 
conclusion that “...what 
has happened in these 
hospitals is not, and never 
has been, the same as that 
at the Mid Staffordshire 
NHS Trust in England”. 

However, Andrew RT 
Davies AM, the Leader of 
the Welsh Conservatives, 
was scathing in his 
criticism. 

He said: “If a patient 
describes her experience 
as ‘heir - it is clear that 
all processes and systems 
have dramatically 
collapsed. 

“I am both distressed 
and dismayed to read the 
evidence published and 
my heart goes out to 
those patients and their 
families who have 
suffered unnecessarily. 

“All the report’s 
recommendations must 
be implemented 
immediately and the 
Labour Minister’s 
apology made personally 
to the victims of these 
failings. 


“Labour’s legacy of 
NHS budget cuts has 
heaped immense pressure 
on frontline services. I 
fear this has contributed 
much to what has gone 
wrong at ABMU. 

“A Wales-wide Keogh- 
style public inquiry is the 
only way to wholly 
guarantee that this 
situation is not being 
repeated elsewhere in 
Wales.” 

The report listed a 
series of failings: 

• Variable or poor 
professional behaviour 
and practice in the care of 
frail older people. 

• Deficiencies in 
elements of a culture of 
care based on proper 
respect and involvement 
of patients and relatives. 

• Unacceptable 
limitations in essential 
24/7 services leading to 
unnecessary delay to 
treatment and care. 

• Lack of suitably 
qualified, educated and 
motivated staff.

• Adversarial and slow 
complaints management. 

• Disconnection 
between front-line staff 
and managers and 
confusion over leadership 
responsibilities and 
accountabilities. 

The report also says 
some staff felt ill- 
equipped to meet the 
needs of patients with 
dementia. 

The Welsh Liberal 
Democrat AM for South 
Wales West, Peter Black, 
claimed that the report 
justifies the campaign mn 
by relatives for a full 
pubhc inquiry into 
ABMU Health Board. 

He said: “I am clear 
that overall the standard 
of care in ABMU 
hospitals is high but the 
report shows how 
overworked. Hi-equipped 
and poorly supervised 
staff have let down a 
minority of patients. 

“This report will leave 
a large number of 
relatives, whose 
complaints date to before 
the three-year review 
period, still dissatisfied 
and without closure. 

“I will be seeking 


assurances from the 
Minister that there will be 
robust monitoring and an 
open review of the 
recommendations in this 
report and how they will 
be implemented. 

“I also want to see a 
further process that will 
look at historic 
complaints not covered 
by tMs report.” 

Speaking on the day 
the report was pubhshed, 
Mr Drakeford said that he 
had ordered an immediate 
review of the care of 
elderly patients at Welsh 
hospitals. 

He has also ordered 
the following: 

• Immediate 
improvements to 
standards of care at 
Princess of Wales and 
Neath Port Talbot 
hospitals. 

• A series of 

unannounced spot checks 
by a ministerial team of 
experts to check 
standards of care for 
elderly patients at district 
general hospitals in 
Wales. 

The spot checks will 
focus on the delivery of 
medication, hydration, 
night time sedation and 


continence care. 

This work will be 
overseen by Prof June 
Andrews and Sir Ian 
Carmthers, who has held 
a number of senior roles 
in the NHS, including 
chief executive of NHS 
South of England. 

• A new task group, 
including the Chief 
Medical Officer and 
Chief Nursing Officer, 
will lead the operation of 
the spot checks and report 
back to the Health 
Minister. 

Mark Drakeford 
added: “I do not believe 
the failings outlined in 
this report are 
widespread in hospitals 
throughout Wales. But I 
am instigating a series of 
special spot checks in 
hospitals across the 
country to test standards 
of care and reassure 
patients. 

“Let me be clear, 
while finding many areas 
of concern, the report 
also highlights what it 
describes as exemplary 
areas of care at both 
hospitals.” 


‘Lack of fracking 
guidance’ angers 
Welsh Tory leader 


THE leader of the 
Welsh 
Conservatives, 
Andrew RT Davies 
AM, has accused 
the Welsh 

Government of 
avoiding giving 
clear guidance to 
Welsh local 

authorities facing 
applications that 
could involve 
fracking. 

Mr Davies’ anger was 
sparked when Labour 
AMs voted down an 
amendment in an 
Assembly debate calling 
for ‘new technical 
advice for hydraulic 
fracturing’ - better 
known as fracking. 

It is a call that the 
Welsh Conservative 
Leader made some time 
ago, and he says that the 
Vale offers a prime 
example of the need for 
one. 

He said: “My own 
local authority, the Vale 
Council, was recently 
forced to pay legal costs 
after their decision to 
reject an application for 
test drilling in the Vale 
was reversed on appeal. 

“Issuing new 

technical advice from 
the Welsh Government 
would have been 
welcomed by local 
authorities, who are not 
currently clear how to 
handle these 

applications. There has 
been a lack of 
consistency throughout 
Wales and some 


authorities have faced 
costly legal challenges. 

“New advice would 
have addressed this issue 
and led to clear and 
concise guidance on 
how to deal with future 
applications. Frankly, 
this is a wasted 
opportunity and I am 
extremely disappointed 
that Labour are refusing 
to take responsibility for 
an issue of clear national 
interest. 

“It is exceptionally 
disappointing that the 
Vale AM, Jane Hutt, 


voted with her Labour 
colleagues to block 
national guidance on 
fracking, particularly 
given the experience of 
her own local council.” 

Jane Hutt AM 
responded: “The Welsh 
Government already has 
a precautionary 

approach towards 
fracking, with relevant 
safeguards to protect 
communities and the 
environment - which 
will continue to be 
reviewed to ensure it 
achieves these aims.”

These ‘Bad Neighbours’ 
are actually pretty good! 


I T wasn’t so long 
ago that Seth 
Rogen was the 
archetypal rowdy 
young slacker in 
hlms like Knocked 
Up and The 40 Year 
Old Virgin, among 
others. 

It’s a sign of the 
passing of time (and one 
way to make this 
columnist feel 

incredibly old) that in 
his new film. Bad 
Neighbours, Rogen 
plays a husband and 
father, arguably the type 
he was railing against 
seemingly only 

yesterday. 

He plays Mac, who 
along with his wife 
Kelly (Rose Byrne) and 
young daughter, are 
excited to find out who 
will become their new 
neighbours. 

Their excitement 
turns to trepidation, 
however, when the 
house is bought by a 
fraternity, led by Zac 
Efron’s Teddy. An 
uneasy alliance between 
the two houses is 
destroyed when Mac 
calls the police one 
night, and when the 
fraternity takes its 
revenge, the gloves are 
off for the couple... 

The ‘frat comedy’ is a 
staple part of the genre, 
with films from Animal 
House to Van Wilder 
playing on the hijinks of 
students. Bad 

Neighbours is a film that 
upholds this tradition 
with aplomb, a diverting 
and enjoyable effort that 
makes no attempt to 
rewrite the rulebook, but 
does what it has to with 
a degree of style and 
laughs. 

Director Nicholas 
Stoller (Forgetting 
Sarah Marshall) is 
becoming the go-to guy 
for comedies, and he 
helms this effort well;

fizz to proceedings, a 
debauched house party 
in particular being shot 
with a keen eye by the 
director. His main job 
seems to be cajoling his 
cast into delivering 
strong turns, a feat that 
he achieves, drawing 
particularly good 

performances from both 
Seth Rogen and, 
surprisingly, Zac Efron. 

The former is an 
established comedic 
performer, and while 
playing the wiser head 
here, his shaggy, 
laidback persona is more 
than present and correct, 
albeit with a slice of 
parental responsibility. 

If you like Rogen’s 
work then you’ll find 
little to fault here, the 
actor delivers plenty of 
laughs as he is driven 
past the point of 
exasperation by his 
unruly neighbours. 

The more surprising 
turn is that of Efron, the 
former teen idol having 
floundered a little in the 
^o^i-High School 
Musical world. 

However, he appears to 
have found his niche 
here, delivering a 
pleasantly amusing turn 
as Rogen’s nemesis and 
holding his own 
opposite his more 
experienced co-star. 

Alongside the pair are 
fine turns from Rose

share an onscreen 
chemistry that works 
beautifully, while Dave 
Eranco as Efron’s right- 
hand man also shines, 
the pair both giving as 
good as they get. 

The screenplay earns 


more than its share of 
laughs, and unspools at a 
pleasing pace, with the 
humour running the 
gamut from near gross- 
out to left-field without 
skipping a beat. 

The character 

development is near 
non-existent, but while 
for some films this 
would be a massive 
black mark, here it 
matters not; the 
characters are purely 
here to entertain and not 
undergo a 

transformation. 

This is most notable 
in Efron’s character, a 
lazy student unengaged 
by academia who 
usually would be likely 
to see the error of his 
partying ways come the 
credits, but the writers, 
keen to avoid falling into 
the trap so many 
comedies find 

themselves in, of 
dropping the gag rate in 
favour of emotional 
resolution, leave him 


untouched. 

While you’re unlikely 
to find Bad Neighbours 
lingering in your 
synapses for more than a 
few days, as a comedy

a satisfying viewing 
experience. 

VERDICT Hitting 
the mark with its gag 
rate. Bad Neighbours is 
one of the better 
comedies in recent 
memory.

Abnormal 
load warning 


MOTORISTS are

The load will have a 
full police escort 
throughout its journey, 
however South Wales 
Police have advised the 
public to allow extra 
time for their journey or 
to avoid the area 
altogether. 

A South Wales Police 
spokesperson said: “Due 
to the size of this 
abnormal load it will be 
slow moving and will 
have the potential to 
create congestion.

MADE IN THE UK 
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‘Weather permitting, the 
bee pollinators will play 

their part’ News from Fonmon Apiary 


THE dry and warm days we have 
experienced of late have certainly seen 
plenty of activity at all of the apiaries. 

Rain has occurred, but nonetheless all hives are 
doing well; the queens are busy egg laying and room 
within each hive is at a premium. 

I have been adding boxes to allow for this 
expansion but in one of my colonies the signs of 
swarming were missed and consequently they did 
swarm. It is, after all, the time of year when 
swarming occurs. 

Already I have been called out to collect swarms; 
two in particular were not easy to secure - one was 
on the face of a building spreading up the wall and 
onto the roof guttering. 

The second was flat on a lawn - this one occurred 
because the branch of a rose bush they had alighted

on could not support their weight, it snapped and 
bingo, there they were, carpet-like on the ground. 

Each swarm required a different approach to 
secure it, ie up a ladder for one and on hands and 
knees for the other. They are now safely ensconced 
in individual hives and are busily constructing a new 
home. 

How do they do this? Well, the boxes they occupy 
have been supplied with wooden frames into which 
has been secured very thin sheets of beeswax (this is 
known as foundation), it is imprinted with the shape 
of the hexagonal cells that the bees use themselves. 

If there is one thing a swarm of bees are primed 
for, it is to build a new home. Had a beekeeper not 
collected them, they would end up in a hole in a wall, 
or a chimney or even a hollow tree and here they 
would start to build wax comb from scratch. 

Each of these swarms was what we call a Prime 
Swarm: this is a swarm that will be made up of at 
least 30,000/40,000 bees. 

In this Prime Swarm, there are wax producers and 
comb builders - so given a little help from the 
beekeeper, these bees have a better chance of 
survival than they would have if left in the wild. 

What would threaten the survival of these swarms 
in the wild? Well, modem day agriculture seems to 
have little use for any kind of insect. The use of 
chemically treated seed, chemical sprays and the 
cutting of silage has produced a landscape that is a 
desert as far as wildlife is concerned. 

Quite apart from that, there is, of course, the 
Varroa mite. This is the major enemy of the 
honeybee. I, of course, along with other beekeepers, 
can only control this mite effectively by using 
chemical control myself. 

There is currently no biological control that we 
know of that can eradicate this alien invader. 

Many of those new to the beekeeping scene are 
convinced that their bees are not infested with 
Varroa. If only this was the case. There cannot be 
any beekeeper in Wales who does not have the 
Varroa mite in their colonies. If I am wrong, I will 
be delighted to hear from you. 

However, things are looking good so far and if we 
get a summer of fine weather, the pollinating insects 
will play their part - along with all the other variety 
of insects out there. We need them all!

Sunny walk through 
history at St Fagans 


ON what turned out to be a 
delightful sunny spring 
Sunday, six walkers joined 
leaders Krys and Pam at 
Radyr, where the population 
expanded after the opening of 
the railway station in 1863. 

Heading along Heol Isaf, they 
tramped pathways in a built-up area 
towards Radyr Golf Club, which 
opened in 1902. 

Carefully skirting the edge of the 
golf course to pass through woodland, 
they emerged onto a lane, then the 
lower part of the golf course and over 
a stile into a field, before crossing the 
busy Llantrisant Road. 

Going downhill through a field, 
and crossing a bridge over the disused 
railway line to a farm track which led 
on to Crofft-y-Genau Road, they 
followed Pentrebane Road to St 
Fagans, where the folk museum made 
the perfect place to stop for lunch. 

The first castle at St Fagans was 
built in 1091 and by 1616, a house set 
in its own gardens was owned by the 
Lewis family, later passing through 
marriage into the Windsor family, 
when it became part of the Plymouth 
estate. 

In 1946, the Earl of Plymouth 
donated the castle and grounds for the 
siting of the Welsh folk museum and

during the following two years, both 
the grounds and castle were opened to 
the public. 

After lunch, the group tramped 
through the village, passing the 12th 
century St Mary the Blessed Virgin 
church, which is noted for its stained 
glass windows and fine decorative 
features. 

The whole church underwent 
restoration between 1858 and 1860, 
with the work being paid for by 
Baroness Windsor, who occupied St 
Fagans Castle. 

Returning to Pentrebane Road and 
entering a field to descend past the 
Waterhall plantation, followed by an 
uphill climb, they re-crossed the 
railway line to reach Maes-y-Llech 
farmyard. 

Another short spell of road 
walking led the group back to the 
outskirts of Radyr and following a 
path around Radyr Comprehensive 
School, to pass former railway 
workers’ cottages, they returned to 
their start.

time and during the 130 
miles of quite arduous 
motorway driving, it uses 
about a quarter of a tank 
of fuel, which is pretty 
reasonable. 

In a previous life my 
company car used to be a 
Vauxhall Astra and it had 
the same sized engine as 
this Corsa but it only 
returned around 50mpg. 

I was always 
impressed with the 
abilities of the Astra but 
putting that same engine 
in a smaller vehicle was 
always going to bring 
more of a smile to my 
face. 


There’s still a little 
despondency in second 
gear but once it finds its 
feet the little Corsa is a 
good drive and 
economical (67mpg - 
engine helped by 
start/stop).
